After shearing, the ticks gather on 
tho lambs and may be destroyed by dip- 
ping thom in tobaceo water, with sulpher 
added, or ons of the vaaious effective 
“sheon dips.” 
EOONOMIZING OUR FORESTS. 

At the meoting of the Royal Canadian 
Socioty, in the scientific section, a paper 
was read by Mr. Wm. Laurders, of Lon- 
don, Ont., o= “The Importance of Esono- 
mizing and Preserving ovr Forests,’ in 
which he referred to the importance of 
forests in providing shelter from storm: 
regulating the temperature, equalizing vi 
lent alternations of beat and cold, and on 
the manner in which the humidity of the 
atmosphere is equalized and conserved. 
Reference was also made to the impor- 
tance of foreats in influencing the rainfall 
and purifying the soiland atmosphere. He 
alluded also to the forest policy of Germany 
as showing the possibility of a country, by 
proper forest regulations and sofil- 
cient forest area, growing a sufficient su 
py of timber forthe ure of the Lr 

e elso called attention to the needless 
waste of timber from the carlessness of the 
lumberer and the wanton destructions of 
vast quantities by forest fires. In conela- 
sion, he suggested that more stringent 
roles wero noeded to remedy these evils, 
urging also that more attention should be 
given to the replanting of the denuded 
tricts. 

The President sailed the attention of the 
meeting to the importance of the subject, 
and reinarks in connection with the paper 
wore made by Professor Macoun and Dr, 
Lawson. 

It was aflerwards moved by Principal 
Dawson, seconded by Dr. Lawson, that at 
the general eossion to morrow the atten- 
tion of the suciety be dirctead to the sub- 
ject of the preservation and planting of 
torests by public and private means as an 
important object to be promoted in con- 
nection with this society and with the In- 
ternaticnal Forestry Association. 

ROADSIDE TREES, 


The Country Gentleman says :—Objec- 
tions aro sometimes raised against tree 
planting on the roadside, preventing, as is 
claimed, any drying of the road bed. This 
wonld be asmall obje.tion on a well drain- 
odroad. The planting of shade tress on 
the rondside is very gonerally conceded to 
be an improvement to both the road and 
adjoining property. Particalar avenues of 
well-grown trees often gain world-wide re- 
putation, There are many kinds of trees 
suitable for roadside planting, but for a 
select list the following are reliable, given 
in succession according to their merits : 

White elm, tulip, scarlet saaple, Nor- 
way maple, hard maple, horse chestnut, 
catalpa (speciosa), chestnut, white oak and 
English elm, ‘he tulip, hard maple, and 
chestnut requiro a naturally deep, well- 
drainod soil in order to thrive. "The best 
effects are obtained by planting one kind 
for a long distance, and neighbors should 
club togethor and decide on a tree, and 
have no other planted in a section of road. 
Apple trees aro vory objectionable for this 
purpose, being naturally low and spreading. 

Tho continued trimming up required to 
keep the branches out of the Way soon 
rains thom. Fruit treos are ont of place 
on the roadside. The proper distance for 
planting is oight to ten feet from the line 
and thirty foot apart. These should be 
well protected by stakes or boxes for a fow 
yoarsa. Nursery-grown trees aro tho cheap- 
est in the end, 


GROWING TOMATORS, 


A writer io tho rural colamns of the 
Peterborough Times, says ho has never 
seen so profitable a way for growing toma- 
toos as that practiced by a neighbor of his. 
This tomato-grower sets hia plants in rows 
about four feet apart and threo feot in tho 
row. When abont a foot high, he places a 


into the ground, leaving about four and a 
half feet above the ground, To these 
stakes the stalks aro tied, pains being 
taken as the plants grow, to have 
a crotch at or near the ground, As those 
two branchos grow he entwines them about 
the stake. Whon any branches start out 
of the main stalks, they sro allowed to 
grow only a fow inches long, then era 
n 
that way many side branches are farnished 
for bearing, Whon planted in this way the 
plants are easily cultivated ; light and air 
freely circulate ia every part. The toma- 
toes being thus favored grow very largo 
and being so far above ground are free

Avexanpna, Juno 12,—The disturbances 
hero rommonced simultancously at three 
different points.

Truo it is,that at pre- 
sent it exists in a tite of nature,but Onta- 
rio, having @ large stirplus in hor Treasury, 
has every moans at hor command to open 
up its resources soofer than will be done 
in any other means.

iron cre resources, and would build pp our 
northern country, filling it with an indus- 
trious population, and incrvasing the value 
of every acre in its borders threefold,

to oarry on the varions undertakings to 
which the country is plodged, with @ rea- 
sonable protection to the iron interests, in 
the prosperity of which the whole Domin- 
on 18 so greatly interested; bat beyond 
this I Jo not go. at

as has been the cage the Jast two years, 
The money forming the surplus comes from 
the poeple, and they should not be com- 
polled to pay more than is required in the 
way of taxation ; anything more than this 
is improperly obtained, and affords the 
Government of the day a temptation to in- 
cur useless expenditure and inerease the 
salaries of its officials.

Arrival of a Ba'ch of Chiuumen at Sar 
Francisco 


The San Francisoo Chronicle of the 25:4 
olt., says ;—*' Last Sanday aflernoon the 
Srilish steamer Stratbairly, bound to 
this port from Hong Kong wae sighted at 
Point Lobos, and irom thence waa twle- 
gtapbed to the Merchants’ exchange. by 
fio o'clock the quarantine launch, having 
on board Dre.

The States of Towa, Indiana, MMMinois, 
Missouri, Kansas, de. ave all magnifi 
coot agriculturalandcommorcial o-ntres, 
no doubt, bot they have some rather 
serious drawbacks in comparison with 
Ontario. To begin with, wood and 
bailding material are scarce and eonse- 
quently very dear. The nature of the 
soil, too, makes it quite impossible in 
moat parts to have passable roads dur- 
ing half the year. Mud prevails to such 
an extent and of such a quality ox to 
render travelling otherwise than by 
horseback a serious undertaking. Ex- 
tremes of climate are common, Heavy 
tains not unfrequently innndate exten- 
sive areas of country and do much dam- 
age to property. Protracted droughts 
follow and vegetation is literally burn- 
el op. Bot perhaps one of the most seri- 
ous drawbacks in these States is the 
eyclone or tornado that comes with such 
suddenness and forceand which scatters 
death and destruction on all sides, In 
Ontario such convulsions are quite un 
known, Storms here are somutimes de 
atructive, but not to the extent noted in 
the Western States.
